John Bell, who waa tiie bead of 
the Whig ticket in 1S4V). and had 
as his seoond place associate on 
the ticket the Hon. Bdward Ever- 
ett. Maaaaohtiaette' eejond moat 
distingniahed eon. aaya Mr. Bell at 
one time owned large mining inte- 
lests in Crittenden and Uuion 
countlce, totf l o ofei to Uakm 
county to look aftMr bie fntereela, 
hut the Bells Mines, a voting pre- 
cinct in Crittenden, is all that is 
left i>2 tlie once great name. As 
is well remembered Bell end Mw- 
erett met decialvt dbfeat. 

John Bell deserved to have had 
a longer reign in the memory of 
the people of Keotodiy tkeii that 
credited to him bf tbe Preee. He 
WHS elected to congress in 1"^27, at 
the age of thirty y^ars, and was 
continued ia oongrttM through 
en uu iiilf a l eetione for 14 yeere, 
and was elected Speaker of the 
House in I'^'U He was ap|>oint- 
ed Secretary of War by i'reeident 
Harriao»in 1841, end la 1847 was 
elected Uoit«d BUtee Senator and 
agiiin in IHo^i, In IHW, when the 
war cloud appeared on the horiaon
